be dead and \ 18 missing, but the 
number was steadily increased by 
unconfirmed reports. The exact toll 
probably never will be known. 


An 
undetermined 
number of 


storm spectators were washed into 
the ocean near Long beach when 
the bridge on which they stool col- 
lapsed. The number lost was gen- 
erally estimated at 10, but an ap- 
peal to ships at sea to watch for 
survivors or bodies said 45 were 
on the bridge at that time. 


Unconfirmed reports raised to 15 


the number of persons trapped and 
drowned 
in their automobiles when 


a cloudburst sent the Santa Ana 
river suddenly rushing over its 
banks. Originally five were listed 
as victims in this phase of the 
widespread disaster. 


More Rain Forecast

mediate hope was seen of southern 
California re-establishing

Radio 
furnished the only outside contact. 


Riverside, struck by the cloud- 


burst-swollen Santa Ana river, re- 
ported 17 missing. 


The town of Santa Ana, about 30 


miles downstream", was inundated 
by 3 feet of water. 


Throughout the rich citrus belt, 


towns opened theaters and church- 
es to house refugees. 


Riverside appeared to have been 


hardest hit as a -torrential- jrun-^off. 
from Big Bear valley sent the San- 
ta Ana river plunging over its 
banks into an old channel, unused 
since 1882. 


Flood victims in the western dis- 


trict of Riverside clung to treetops 
until lescued. 


The city's power was cut off al- 


most all of last night. There was no 
telephone or telegraph services.

GOOD WILL BOMBERS 


There has just been a presidential in- 


auguration in Argentina. Dr. Koberto M. 
Ortiz became the twenty-first constitution- 
al president of the Argentine Republic. 
It was to attend this ceremony that the 
six U. S. Army bombers made their spec- 
tacular flight to Buenos Aires, breaking 
records and carrying a letter of good wish- 
es from President Roosevelt to President 
Ortiz. 


A correspondent for the New York 


Times, in his report of the event, wrote 
these cheering words: 


"Nothing that the United States hag 


done in Latin America, with the possi- 
ble exception of President Roosevelt's 
visit a year ago, has ever aroused 
such an enthusiastic response on the 
part of the Argentine people. The 
newspapers have published the most 
laudatory editorials extending a hearty 
welcome to the American flyers and 
expressing their appreciation of the 
good will of the government that sent 
them " 
This cordiality is the more notable 


since the Argentine people were so indif- 
ferent to the earlier flight of Bruno Mus- 
solini to South America that he and his 
companions cancelled their plan to attend 
the Ortiz inauguration. 


It is interesting to learn that German 


and Italian propaganda in Argentina has 
overshot its mark and has begun to defeat 
its own ends. The people have become 
resentful of the high-pressure work done 
on them by the anti-democracies. (Gen- 
uine good will, suitably expressed, is more 
effective in winning friends. 


RUSSIAN EXPERIMENT WITH VODKA 


Prior to the revolution the manufac- 


ture and sale of vodka, Russian spiritous 
drink, was a monopoly of the government. 
Vodka was cheap. A few coppers brought 
release from the miseries of existence. 
Russian liberals were advocates of pro- 
hibition, believed that if the masses were 
released from their 
state 
of 
sodden 


wretchedness they could be roused to de- 
mand action that would better their condi- 
tion. 


Not long 
after 
Russia entered the 


World war the Czar'forbade the manufac- 
ture and sale of the drink. Some persons 
believe that his order hastened the day 
of revolution. The Czar gave the people 
nothing to take the piace of alcohol. They 
resented the prohibition, awakened to a 
realization of their condition, were ready 
to listen to the preachings of the leaders 
of revolution. 
* 


The immense impounded 
stocks of 


vodka were seized by rioters. After the 
months of bitter civil strife, the revolu- 
tionary leaders made haste to restore 
cheap vodka to the people. Vodka dulled 
hunger during famine years, brought tem- 
porary release from the miseries of exis- 
tence, stimulated the frantic activity that 
drove through the Five-Year plans. 


The bolshcvists do not believe in al- 


cohol. They have educated a generation 
that looks contemptuously on its users. 


Now they are cleaning house. In re- 


making the Russian world the leaders are 
removing the ones who speak for those 
who can remember the old days. As part 
of their newest experiment the leaders are 
ordering a modified form of prohibition in 
the larger cities, plan to extend it to the 
provinces. 


Theirs is ?n interesting experiment. 


The more liberal advocates of prohibitory 
regulation of alcohol have argued that 
such a measure can be successful only as 
people arc educated to want it There is 
a post-revolution generation of Russians 
that has been so educated. 


If the leaders can impose prohibition 


on the Russian people without arousing 
general dissatisfaction with present con- 
ditions the contention of the more liberal 
apparently will have been proved. 


If they fail, bolshevist-imposed prohi- 


bition may result as aisastrously for the 
men now in power as did the C/.arist 
edict. 


THE AMERICAN FARM-WIFE 


From the annual conference of farmers 


at the State Agricultural College at Man- 
hattan, Kansas, come special reports of the 
part played there and at home by farm 
•women. In the first place, they attend the 
meetings in large numbers, which means 
that on today's farms it is possible to ar- 
range the work at home for the period 
of their absence. - 
, At the meeting, women are not merely 
audience. vThey participate. They make 
.speeches. As reported by one of them in 
" the Emporia Gazette: 


v 
"Not a hesitancy, not a break in the 


.program as these farm mothers, who have 


left their dishes and the separator and 
lunch-fixing for a week, come before the 
microphone." 
They express themselves 


"clearly and candidly." And they know 
what they want. 


They want health for their children, 


whom they consider "the most important 
of crops." They believe the nation's lead- 
ers of tomorrow will come from the small 
towns and rural areas and consequently 
should receive their health, education and 
character training adequate to their fu- 
ture responsibilities. 


The farm women of Kansas doubt- 


less are typical of farm women throughout 
the country in thoughtfulness, courage and 
practical progress toward achievement of 
their ideals. 


EXPANDING GERMANY 


There was logic, after all, in the old 


Austro-Hungarian empire of the Haps- 
burgs which began many centuries ago 
and was ended by the World war. As 
a statesman once said, "If that empire 
did not exist, it would have been neces- 
sary to invent it." 


It was torn apart in the Versailles 


conference, and with good intentions the 
various Central European nations were 
made, so far as possible, independent 
states. But the boundaries could not be 
drawn cleanly. The racial groups—Ger- 
mans, Czechs, Hungarians, Roumanians, 
and so on—were too much interwoven and 
the political and economic problems were 
too complicated. 


Now the new boundaries are cracking. 


Nazi Germany has started absorbing its 
lost Germans across the Austrian and 
Czechoslovak borders, and the ferment 
spreads. It begins to look as if there may 
be a general reshuffling again. In the 
end, if Hitler's policy and luck continue, 
we might see nearly all of those little 
states rounded up again, in a greater Ger- 
many, reaching from the North Sea to 
the Black Sea and from the Baltic to 
the Adriatic. 


That would be a pity for the national- 


ists and their racial satisfaction. Instead 
of the rather easy rule of Francis Joseph, 
they would have the iron hand of. Hitler 
or some Prussian successor. And they 
might become parts of a ruthless military 
empire threatening the few fringes of 
freedom left in Europe. 


THE PROGRESS OF BREAD 


The staff of life these days seems to 


need a lot of fancy treatment to get it 
sold. At least that is the reason given for 
the latest suggestion in the merchandising 
of bread. The wrapped and sliced product 
is now to be supplemented by assorted 
breads arranged on a tray, the whole 
wrapped in cellophane. 'Thus the house- 
wife can buy a tray of bread containing 
some white, some rye and some whole 
wheat or other varieties sliced and ready 
to set on the table. The "heels" will be 
cut off to reveal the textuie and quality. 
It is said the machinery, merchandising 
'plans and advertising copy for putting 
over this food-and-service innovation have 
already been prepared. 


Here is another time-saver, thought- 


saver, and labor-saver for the home. It 
will be eagerly accepted by a lot of peo- 
ple. The cry of the wretches who want 
their bread well-done and crusty, and 
who think the heel is the best part, will 
be drowned out by the acclaim of the 
others. 


In the not-distant future one sees the 


next development — cellophane-wrapped 
bread already buttered, some of it spread 
with peanut butter, some with jams and 
marmalade, some with cheese. 


And the next vision?—An outraged hu- 


manity demanding home-made bread that 
is fragrant when it comes from the oven, 
beautiful to look at and with body and 
flavor for the eater's delight.

Tinker Bunyan, brought up on the Bible, was 


short on syntax, a terror to proofreaders. Did 
ic have to twist his tongue? The style of the 
Bible was congenial to him. It was simple. It 
was homely. Somehow the King James' transla- 
ors, greatly aided by their predecessors, caught 
n English the speech of ancient peasants and 
•shepherds, poets. The Rev. John Alexander Pat- 
en, literary superintendent of the British and 
^oreign Bible society, has neatly shown Mr. 
Maugham's exporsure to be a very harmful jn- 
"luence. He quote* from "The Summing Up" 
uch dishonest English speech as "my brother's 
ceeper." "the seed sown in stony ground." 
'beauty for ashes." "the wicked spreading like 
a green bay tree." Mr. Maugham refutes him- 
elf.—The New York Times.

The difference between openface 


coughing and sneezing and ordin- 
ary conversation is a matter of 
rangp and sire. The mouth or nose 
spray given off during coughing or 
sneezing may carry as far as ten 
or twelve feet and consists of both 
visible and invisibly fine droplets 
of secretion or moisture; 
during 


conversation the spray carries less 
than five feet, usually only two or 
three feet from the speaker's face, 
and consists principally of invisibly 
fine droplets—but the siz,e of the 
dioplcts is unimportant, for even 
an invisibly fine droplet may carry 
enough bacteria or virus to infect 
the person who happens to be with- 
in range.

organization 


headquarters know all this as well 
as I do. But they are timid gentle-

The discovery, 
he said, is especially important to 
Italy, where there are few sheep. 


Another chemical contribution in 


the field of .clothing, the professor 
pointed out. is rayon.

about 1870 in France, it was not a 
commercial success lor. a long time, 
probably because it was called ar- 
tificial silk.

Had to Think Harder 


"When I returned to America I 


was attacked by a strong wonder- 
lust. I found that I had to think 
harder and realized for the first 
time that small worries we take 
for granted were entirely absent at 
Little America," the Harvard grad- 
uate engineer philosophized. 


The South Pole area is vastly dif- 


ferent from the North Pole as far 
as topography is concerned, the 
speaker said, pointing out that the 
latter is water and ice with no 
land, while at the South Pole there 
is a large plateau in the middle 
with a mountain range of which its 
highest peak reaches 14,000 feet 
above sea level "It is probable that 
this mountain range is continuance 
of the Andes mountains in South 
America," he said. 


Stating that the entire continent 


is in the grip of an ice age. Pierce 
said that the glaciers are larger 
than any in the world. Circling the 
plateau are ice barriers on the 
edge of which are ice shelves which 
extend 400 miles into the sea and 
are about 500 feet thick. "It was 
on the edge of the ice shelve that 
Little America was built," he point- 
ed out. 


Thousands Of Ice Bergs 


Pierce related harrowing experi- 


ences confronted while piloting the 
ship through the ice packs and ice 
bergs. He said that it was estimated 
that 10,000 ice bergs were seen by 
the men in one day, not counting 
the smaller pieces of ice which are 
more dangerous because they can'f 
be seen from far away, being the 
same color as the water.

and bathing beach but took no vote 
on the-'proposal. 


Although several maintained the 


offer was too good io turn down, 
the aldermen hesitated in'accepting 
the proposal of the two prominent 
Neenah. philanthropists "-last 'night, 
when a controversy developed on 
whether the question should be de- 
cided by a vote of the council or re- 
ferred to the voters through a ref- 
erendum at the spring elections. 


Mayor Edward A. Kalfahs and all 


but one of the 10 aldermen express- 
ed their opinions on the most im- 
portant problem currently facing 
the city officials. 


The aldermen 
were consistent 


stating that they met with little op- 
position from the people, the ma- 
jority of the citizens favoring the 
project. The project calls for one 
of the most beautiful and modernly 
equipped bathing facilities in the 
midwest, including two swimming 
pools, one of which would be for 
young children, women's and men's 
bath houses, a community building, 
a gallery facing the large swimming 
pool which is 165 feet long and 50 
feet wide with a graduated depth 
from three to 12 feet, a bathing 
beach with a 328 foot frontage and 
a large parking space between a 
horseshoe-shaped drive. 


Self-Supporiinr 


Mayor Kalfahs answered one of 


the important questions concerning 
the project when he furnished sta- 
tistics showing that the proposed 
swimming beach and pool would 
be self-maintaining. The estimated 
operating cost of the proposed pool 
would be $1,800 a month or $5,400 
for the summer, while the estimated 
income on the basis of three months 
with a 500-adult attendance a day at 
15 cents a person would be $6.750, 
or based on three months with a 
400-adult attendance a day at 15 
cents a person it would be $5,400. 


The mayor also pointed out that 


the cost of operating the present 
swimming facilities is $1,400 for the 
summer, and if this amount were 
subtracted from the estimated cost 
of the proposed pool, since the city 
pays the $1,400 anyway, the pro- 
posed pool assuredly would be self- 
sustaining. 


The estimated expense includes a 


total personnel of 17, including a 
supervisor, eight life guards work- 
ing on two shifts, a janitor, ticket 
seller and six bath house attendants. 
It also includes purchase of water 
and operation of the recirculating 
equipment at the pool. 


Some Return rirofit 


\Data collected by the two men, 


whose names have been withheld, 
sponsoring the project—and submit- 
ted to the mayor show that in three 
cities with five pools net operating 
costs ace comparatively small, while 
in five other cities the pools ac- 
tually net a profit. 


Alderman George MacDonald said 


that in his opinion the majority of 
the people want the pool, but he 
added that there shouldn't be too 
much haste in settling the matter. 
Alderman Richard O'Brien suggest- 
ed that the question be referred to 
voters through a referendum, while 
Alderman Walter Buschey suggest- 
ed a year round project. All the 
people Alderman Emil Harder talk- 
ed to favored the proposal, he said.

the dummy was exposed showing 
the ace of diamonds and the ace

edge that the other held an ace, at 
least until it was too late to do any 
harm.

In my opinion, declarer had little 


to do with his own success. The op- 
ponents, or rather West, made de- 
clarer a present on- a platinum plat- 
ter. West's opening lead was logical, 
but his later persistence with hearts 
was utterly inexcusable. Declarer 
had played dummy's • heart ace -at 
the first trick, but surely when East 
followed with the four spot West 
should not have been under any 
illusion as to the location of the 
heart king. Then, when declarer 
laid down the spade queen. West 
could actually see that 'the. spade 
suit would be brought home solid- 
ly. All West had to do was count 
that five spade tricks, three dia- 
monds. one club, and three hearts 
(since declarer was marked with 
the heart king) would produce 
the contract There was precisely 
one chance to defeat the contract, 
end that was to find East with the 
club ace. 


This brings us back to declarer's 


questionable 
"strategy." 
Declarer 


made an A-No.l. first class error 
when he laid down the spade queen 
and thus revealed to the enemy 
that the spade suit was solid.

There has been no 
inguiry and no effort on the part 
of^'the .newspaper commentators or 
politicians to ascertain the facts, 
but most of them have written and 
spoken editorially and politically 
charging the president was using
